THE future of local newspapers in the 
West Country received a massive boost 
this week when the team behind your 
favourite local free weeklies joined forces 
with the West Country’s famous Sunday 
Independent.

The 200-year-old paper had come 
under threat following the sudden death 
of its previous proprietor. Peter is now 
constructing an investment plan to de¬ 
velop the multi-edition 200-year-old title, 
which focuses on professional and grass 
roots sport and leisure in Bristol, Somer¬ 
set, Dorset, Devon and Cornwall. 

He said: “These are extremely exciting 
times for the View From group and the 
Sunday Independent as we work on plans 
to deliver even better quality, value and 
ideas for their readers. I and all the dedi¬ 
cated staff at both titles believe in the fu¬ 
ture of print newspapers at the heart of 
their communities, where people can 
share their successes, their challenges, 
their events, their joys and criticisms. 
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Both will have a vibrant web presence de¬ 
livering news and sport updates and digi¬ 
tal platforms for advertisers to reach these 
communities - but we all also believe that 
nothing beats sitting down with a paper 
that covers your community or your 
sphere of interest and reading all the 
things you can’t find on the internet!” 

Philip Evans said: “This is a great devel¬ 
opment, one that will enable us to improve 
our service to the loyal readers and adver¬ 
tisers who support our independent and 
trusted local publications.

Appeal for witnesses

He left 
home between 3pm and 4pm on Monday, 
July 10th but failed to return as expected. 

His family have been informed of the dis¬ 
covery and the coroner has been notified. 

A spokesperson for Dorset Police said: "His 
death is not being treated as suspicious and 
our thoughts are with Andrew's family at this 
difficult time." 


Criminal behaviour order 
for persistent offender 

A MAN who committed a number of drug and 
begging offences in Weymouth has been 
handed a Criminal Behaviour Order. 

John Mark Poole, aged 24 and of no fixed 
abode, was handed a five-year-order at Wey¬ 
mouth Magistrates’ Court after being con¬ 
victed of possessing class A drugs. 

Poole has been arrested 26 times in Dorset 
since 2007 and has been involved in 53 inci¬ 
dents recorded by police since July 2016. 

The majority of the incidents related to 
drugs, rough sleeping and begging and have 
predominantly occurred in Weymouth town 
centre. 

Following collaborative work involving the 
Weymouth Neighbourhood Policing Team and 
the Dorset Councils Partnership Anti-Social 
Behaviour Team, Poole was issued with an 
Acceptable Behaviour Contract in February 
2016 but breached the agreement within two 
days. 

The Criminal Behaviour Order is in place for 
five years and states that Poole must not: 

• Act or incite others to behave in an anti-so¬ 
cial manner, that is to say, a manner that 
causes harassment, alarm or distress to any 
people within the commission area of Dorset. 

• Act or incite others to use threatening, in-

of negotiations, the Friends and the landowners 
have reached general agreement about terms, and 
their lawyers are currently drawing up a lease 
which should be signed shortly. After that the 
group, which has 220 supporters, will need to raise 
£25,000 to build new steps. Plans for that have al¬ 
ready been drawn up and a structural engineer 
commissioned to modify and ratify the plans. 

“It’s been a long and winding road,” said Mr 
Elsworth, “but we are finally getting there. Once 
the lease has been agreed and signed, then we can 
start fundraising. We’re particularly pleased with 
Dorset County Council - they have agreed to repair 
the public footpath as far as where the top of the 
steps would be. They have told us they expect the 
work to begin very soon, and we are looking for¬ 
ward to that.” 

“There are no villains here - everyone is working 
really hard to get the public back on the beach. In 
the past we would have had to deal with just one 
landowner. Now there are 11, and they all have 
valid points of view. We have to make sure every¬ 
one is happy before we can finalise the deal.” 

There is evidence that the path to the beach has 
been in use by the public since 1899. 

More than 60 witness statements were submitted 
by the group to Dorset County Council in 2014 ar¬ 
guing that the steps were a Public Right of Way - 
a position which was endorsed at the time by Wey¬ 
mouth and Portland Borough Council. 

Work was carried out two years ago to partially 
restore the path with the help of the Prince’s 
Trust.

DURING treatment 
for breast cancer, 
Fran Arnold turned 
to poetry to give ex¬ 
pression to her expe¬ 
rience - and is now 
raising money to sup¬ 
port the staff who 
cared for her at 
Dorset County Hospi¬ 
tal.

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New bus service aims 
to improve town links 


A NEW bus service between Dorch¬ 
ester and Blandford is being 
launched by First Wessex next week. 

Starting on Monday, July 24th, the 
company will be running an hourly 
weekday service. 

Service 12 will be operated under 
contract from Dorset County Coun¬ 
cil for at least seven years. 

The new route will in part replace 
the X12 and 187 services that were 
operated by Damory. Some journeys 
on the new service will provide links 
between Weymouth, Milborne St An¬ 
drew, Bere Regis and Winterbourne 
Kingston. And during the academic 
year, this route will also serve 
Thomas Hardye School and Bland¬ 
ford School. 

Simon Newport, general manager 
of First Wessex, said: “We’re ex¬ 
tremely pleased to be able to provide 


this service in partnership with 
Dorset County Council. Combining 
the two corridors between Dorch¬ 
ester and Blandford, via Milborne St 
Andrew, Bere Regis and Winter¬ 
bourne Kingston, will improve the 
overall frequency between the 
towns. 

“This is the first time that we’ve 
provided a bus service for the people 
of Blandford, making this new ven¬ 
ture very exciting for us. 

“We have the contract for seven 
years and we intend to work with the 
local communities along the route in 
order to ensure we meet the various 
demands. 

“This contract will offer the resi¬ 
dents along the Service 12 route 
peace of mind that they have another 
regular bus service that they can 
rely on.”

DEFEATING DIABETES

VEN small amounts of physical 
activity can offer health benefits 
that protect against diabetes, 
suggests new research. 

The findings show that even a little 
exercise wards off insulin resistance, a 
precursor to type 2 diabetes which can 
result from a high-fat diet. 

The study, published in the journal 
Experimental Physiology, also casts 
doubt on the previously held view that 
increasing the quantity of mitochondria, 
the tiny structures in cells that convert 
glucose and fats to energy, would help 
fix some symptoms of a high fat diet. 

The researchers found that the benefits 
from physical activity were not affected 
by the quantity of mitochondria. 

Insulin is a hormone used to control 
blood sugar levels. High-fat diets 
contribute to the development of insulin 
resistance, which is when their muscle, 
fat, and liver cells do not respond 
properly to insulin and leads to the 
development of type 2 diabetes. 

Study lead author Megan Rosa-Cald- 
well, a doctoral student at The University 
of Arkansas in US, found that mice 
genetically engineered to have higher 


quantity of mitochondria were not more 
protected against high-fat diet induced 
insulin resistance. 

The researchers fed all the mice in the 
study a diet that mimics Western diets 
high in fat. 

The genetically engineered and control 
mice were further divided into a group 
that was allowed to exercise, and a 
sedentary group. 

Their results showed that physical 
activity, regardless of the amount of 
mitochondria, offered similar health 
benefits against insulin resistance. 

The researchers said that it appears 
that exercise's ability to help remove 
damaged cellular materials and enhance 
the quality of the mitochondria may 
be more effective for preventing insulin 
resistance. 

But they said these aspects need to be 
further tested. 

Ms Rosa-Caldwell said that with rates of 
obesity and type 2 diabetes continuing 
to increase, understanding the cellular 
processes that help or hurt insulin 
resistance can help doctors better tailor 
effective preventative measures such 
as exercise.

Community charity sees 
where their money goes 


Barn owl chicks 
boxing clever 

A WEBCAM in a nest box at Lorton 
Meadows Nature Reserve in 
Weymouth has recorded the largest 
number of barn owl chicks ready to 
fledge since 2010. 

The webcam, which is sponsored 
by Dorset Tea, has been 
entertaining viewers all over the 
UK since April, when eight eggs 
were laid; a large clutch for barn 
owls. Viewers have been 
monitoring the progress of the 
chicks since, with five owlets now 
getting ready to leave the box. 

Five owlets fledging is seen as a 
great success story for barn owls, as 
their numbers have been in decline 
nationally, with 2013 seeing the 
worst breeding season in 30 years. 
The UK population of barn owls fell 
by 70 per cent between the 1930s and 
the 1980s. Unusual weather such as 
long winters, cold summers and wet 
springs have made it harder to hunt 
and changes in farming practices 
and barn conversions to houses 
have meant nesting sites have been 
lost. 

It is thought that the dry weather 
in the last few months may have 
helped the barn owl parents’ ability 
to hunt effectively and feed their 
chicks. 

DWT community conservation 
officer based at Lorton Meadows, 
Sam Dallimore, said: “This year the 
female has laid the most eggs we’ve 
ever had in the barn owl box. In the 
past the owls have laid between four 
and six eggs, so we were amazed. 

“We’re thrilled that five have 
survived so far - the parents have 
been doing fantastically well to 
provide all the chicks with food, it’s 
obviously been a very good year for 
voles! 

“I’ll be sad to see them go, it’s 
been a privilege to be able to watch 
them grow and it’s been brilliant 
reading all the owl watchers 
comments on the webpage.”

Rare visitors are 
making progress 

THE increasingly rare Little Terns 
nesting on the Chesil Beach are 
doing better than they have for 
many years. 

Volunteers have been keeping an 
eye on the site in an attempt to stop 
the eggs, and chicks, being taken by 
predators - so far with great 
success. 

A total of 48 nesting attempts have 
been made by around 40 pairs - 
producing 39 chicks so far, and 42 
eggs are still being incubated in the 
colony. 

“We’ve had no major issues with 
predation since the chicks hatched, 
which is amazing, and no recorded 
losses. 

“The kestrels from the Portland 
nest have been visiting the colony 
but so far they’ve been chased off 
successfully and they don’t seem too 
determined as yet, so it seems like 
they have adequate food available 
elsewhere. 

“One chick was seen with an 
injured leg but appears to have 
made a recovery, so it’s all going 
really well so far,” said Scarlett 
Hutchin, the Little Tern Project 
Officer. 


PROJECTS in Weymouth and 
Portland have been visited by 
Dorset Community Foundation 
staff and trustees. 

The charity raises funds for the 
county’s community groups and 
also for individuals who are in 
need. 

During their local tour they vis¬ 
ited People First Dorset - a county 
wide charity which provides a so¬ 
cial network for adults with learn¬ 
ing disabilities. 

Representatives from the group 
explained how the small charity, 
run by only seven-part time staff, 
engages with over 1,000 partici¬ 
pants and supports over 500 people 
each year. The foundation recently 
funded the group to produce a di¬ 
rectory of services and venue ac¬ 
cessibility information for the 
areas of Dorchester and Wey¬ 
mouth. 

Also visited was the Lantern 


Project in Weymouth, a charity 
which helps vulnerable and 
marginalised people in Weymouth 
and Portland. The foundation 
funded the group to expand ser¬ 
vices in the Melcome Regis area - 
one of the most socially deprived 
areas in Dorset and in the top four 
per cent most deprived nation¬ 
wide. 

The visits to local funded pro¬ 
jects ended with a lunch at Island 
Community Action on Portland. 
The charity, which is run by two 
and a half part time staff, supports 
more than 800 older people who 
live on the island. The charity 
runs lunch clubs, shopping ser¬ 
vices and other social activities. 
The foundation funded a lunch 
club service for older people which 
not only aims to reduce isolation 
but also helps to improve and 
maintain physical and mental 
wellbeing. 


Said Kim Wilcox from Island 
Community Action: “The founda¬ 
tion’s funding has enabled us to ex¬ 
tend our lunch club offer to older 
residents across Portland and 
Wyke Regis. 

“This is a significant develop¬ 
ment for us, for two essential rea¬ 
sons. Firstly, lunch clubs improve 
physical wellbeing through the 
provision of a nutritious, hot meal. 
Secondly, and equally important, 
they provide opportunities for so¬ 
cialising, which helps reduce iso¬ 
lation and loneliness. Reduce these 
two conditions and you also re¬ 
duce the likelihood of other more 
serious, long-term conditions aris¬ 
ing.” 

Over the last 17 years the Dorset 
Community Foundation has fun¬ 
nelled a great deal of support to 
local groups. For more details on 
the work of Dorset Community 
Foundation visit the website www. 


Courses working 
well for residents 

LITTLEMOOR residents have 
attended the first in a series of 
courses provided by Weymouth 
College as part of the 
Big4Littlemoor Lottery-funded 
project. 

These have included emergency 
first aid, with ten residents taking 
the two-part course at Littlemoor 
Library. The tutor was very 
impressed by the positive attitude 
of the group, saying it was one of 
the best he had worked with. 

Rev Lorraine Dobbins, a member 
of the Big4Littlemoor partnership, 
said: “Our aim is to raise 
aspirations in Littlemoor and help 
people here reach their full 
potential. We are looking forward 
to holding more courses in the 
autumn.” 

The leisure and workplace skills 
courses, provided by Weymouth 
College, will return in the autumn, 
and will include Spanish, sign 
language and the history of 
Weymouth and Portland, and will 
take place at a variety of sites 
across Littlemoor. 

The course was subsidised by the 
Lottery-funded Big4Littlemoor 
community project, which is run 
and managed by Littlemoor 
residents.

VOLUNTEERS have taken part in a 
workshop at the Weymouth and 
Portland Borough Council office to 
build a model Spitfire. 

Twenty students from Budmouth 
College joined forces with women 
from the Let’s Make It Community 
group, using 9,500 artificial poppies 
to cover the model plane. Everyone 
had the opportunity to dedicate a 
poppy in memory of their loved 
one. 

A presentation was given to the 
group from a staff sergeant from 
Blandford army camp who 
explained how important it is to 
keep the poppy remembrance 
going, and he showed clips from 
films of the repatriation of British 
soldiers. One of the students read 
out “a letter home” - which serving 
personnel were asked to do in case 
they died during service. 

The Mayor, Cllr Kevin Brooks, 
also spoke to the students and 
helped attach poppies to the plane. 

It will be used as part of the 
larger display, similar to last year, 
which which was seen by more 
than 350,000 visitors to Bovington 
tank museum. The display this year 
will be in Weymouth library for 
five weeks starting at the end of 
October and going through to the 
first week in December, with 
further workshops taking place in 
September and October.

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Beware of‘Black Saturday’ 
on the roads 


THE most dangerous time to be on 
Britain's roads this year is this 
Saturday (July 22) at 2pm, according to 
new research. 

'Black Saturday' occurs because of a 
perfect storm of factors including peak 
traffic volumes in July, the start of the 
children's school holidays and the 
great summer getaway all happening 
at the same time. 

More vehicle collisions occur in the 
summer months of July and August - 
2,330 serious and fatal collisions in 
July and 2,148 in August. 

This compares with only 1,578 in 
January and 1,544 in February - the 
safest and shortest months of the year. 

Despite the fact that winter months 
generally bring more difficult driving 
conditions like icy roads and poor vis¬ 
ibility, there are 27.5% more road inci¬ 
dents in the summer - 33,312 in July 
and August, compared with the winter 
26,122 (January and February). 

This increase is due to the greater 
number of motorists on the roads, with 
the vast majority of families choosing 
to take their summer holidays at this 
time. Incidents rise sharply during 
June and July, hitting a peak at the 
end of July. 


This year, Saturday July 22 is the 
predicted to be busiest day of the year 
on the roads. 

Motorists are expected to take to 
their cars in droves with all schools 
having broken up for summer. 

Saturdays are the worst day for 
crashes during the summer when car 
drivers are nearly twice as likely (1.7 
times) to be distracted or impaired in 
their driving than compared weekdays. 

The busiest time on the roads will 
be at 2pm when the 'great escape' is in 
full flow. 

The most dangerous day on the roads 
has been identified by VisionTrack, 
Britain's leading in-vehicle CCTV 
firm, using official Department of 
Transport data and its own insurance 
reports showing peak times for colli¬ 
sions in previous years. 

VisionTrack managing director 
Simon Marsh said: “We are asking mo¬ 
torists to take extra special care when 
starting out on their summer holidays. 
The most common cause of road colli¬ 
sions is not poor road conditions or 
your car, it’s bad driving. 

"The summer months have the highest 
number of road collisions and Saturday 
July 22nd is likely to provide the perfect 
storm for poor driving conditions.
